Another 40 miles west of Al- 
tamonte Springs is Groveland, 
site of the 1949 rape case.— a 
more traditional method der- 
rortzing the Negro in the South.

Mr. Moore was active In the 
agitation to have the sheriff 
tried fer murder, The surviving 
Negro testified that the sheriff 
had driven them out of the car 
and shot them down. But the 


white man told the coroner's — 


jury that the two Negroes, who 
were handcuffed together, tried 
to jump him when he stopped 
his cat to look at his tyres. The 
sheriff was, of course, believed 
and exonerated. 


The terror campaign in Mia- 
mi began en September 22 when 
two bundles of dynamite made 
a shambles of an unoccupied 
sixteen-unit building in the 
Carver Village housing project 
for Negroes. Carver Village 
fronts on the Negro ghetto, but 
white property-owners object- 
ed to the extension of che Negro 
quarter and to building decent 
public housing for Negroes. .

It is just as probabie that all 
of the bombings were the work 
of an organized racist group — 
probably an off-shoot of the Ku 
Klux Kian, which ts anti-Negro, 
anti-Jewish and anti-Catholic. 
Miami, adjoining Miami Beach 
with its majority Jewish popu- 
lation, has always had more 


anti-Semitism than other South- 


ern towns. At a recent meeting 
of the Kian at Live Oak, Fo- 
rida, a delegate from Miami 
told his fellow racists: “You 
folks are lucky. In Miami we 
have beth niggers and kikes 


to contend with.” 


The ineffectual bombings of 
Jewish institutions may have 
been intended as a warning to 
the Jews.

buildings in Carver Village, and 
legal and illegal steps to get 
them out were intensified. The 
Miami City Commission voted 
by four to one to condemn the 
property, but an injunction will 
prevent eviction without due 
legal process.

30 and blew up a newly-finished
